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President's  Message 

THE  hospital  came  into  existence  in  1882  in  response  to  a  very  definite 
and  pressing  need.  General  hospitals  were  unwilling  to  take  patients 
suffering  from  eczema,  psoriasis,  and  other  disfiguring  diseases  of 
the  skin,  and  especially  patients  afflicted  with  cancer. 

Objections  on  the  part  of  other  patients,  the  scarcity  of  trained  nurses 
in  those  pioneer  days  of  modern  hospitalization,  and  other  factors,  prac- 
tically forced  the  decision  of  founding  this  new  hospital. 

With  such  pressing  need  for  hospitalization  for  these  cases  a  public- 
spirited  group  of  doctors  and  laymen,  with  an  initial  donation  of  but 
$1,000.00,  rented  a  small  building  on  Thirty-fourth  Street  for  the  treatment 
of  these  diseases. 

From  this  small  beginning  the  growth  has  been  continuous  until  today 
the  institution  occupies  not  only  its  own  six-story  building  but  has  acquired 
seven  old  brick  residences,  giving  it  approximately  20,400  square  feet  of 
ground  space.  These  additional  buildings  have  been  expensive  to  purchase, 
expensive  to  adapt  to  hospital  purposes,  expensive  to  maintain — and  at  the 
best  they  are  but  sorry  makeshifts  for  the  work  that  lies  immediately 
before  it. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  is  extremely  varied  and  demands  services  of 
the  most  diverse  character.  Because  of  the  very  ideals  of  the  management 
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of  the  hospital,  the  largest  part  of  its  work  is  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, still  the  hospital  has  30  inadequately  endowed  beds,  which  are  occu- 
pied the  greater  part  of  the  time. 

The  work  of  the  Surgical  Department,  under  Dr.  George  H.  Semken, 
has  been  remarkable.  Procedures  and  methods  have  been  devised  which 
have  proved  to  be  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  surgery  of  cancer  and  have 
now  given  the  hospital  an  enviable  reputation. 

The  surgical  staff  has  been  expanded  during  the  past  year.  To  secure, 
in  such  a  short  space  of  time,  men  of  the  highest  type,  has  not  been  easy; 
however,  Columbia  College  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  came  to  our  aid 
by  loaning  to  us  for  a  period  of  six  months,  one  of  their  most  able  younger 
surgeons,  Dr.  John  M.  Hanford.  In  return  Dr.  Hanford  will  take  back 
to  them  many  of  the  fine  points  of  cancer  surgery  as  worked  out  in  Dr. 
Semken's  service. 

The  Pathological  Department,  under  Dr.  D.  Stuart  Dodge  Jessup,  is 
growing.  The  vast  amount  of  material  supplied  by  our  organization  is 
being  utilized  in  investigation  and  research.  Especial  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  work  in  blood  chemistry  that  has  been  conducted  by  C.  N. 
Myers,  Ph.D.,  the  head  of  the  Research  Laboratories.  From  it  has  emanated 
therapeutical  procedures  which  have  become  world  renowned.  Advice  and 
information  concerning  these  new  methods  of  treatment  are  sought  from 
all  over  the  world.  Despite  its  extreme  value  and  its  accomplishments  the 
Research  Laboratory  has  no  endowment  of  its  own,  with  the  exception  of 
a  hopelessly  inadequate  fund  of  $5,000.00. 

While  the  work  of  the  ordinary  hospital  is  usually  confined  to  the  treat- 
ment of  those  suffering  from  disease,  there  is  another  function  that  is  even 
more  important.  This  function  is  research,  by  which  the  cause  of  the  dis- 
ease is  ascertained,  and,  consequent  upon  this,  the  intelligent  search  for 
methods  by  which  to  effect  a  cure.  The  research  work  of  the  hospital  is  on 
the  highest  plane  of  intellectuality  and  efficiency,  and  its  findings  are 
quickly  made  available  to  the  medical  profession.  This  department  is  in 
urgent  need  of  special  endowment  that  the  work  may  be  carried  out 
without  placing  in  jeopardy  the  current  routine  work  of  the  hospital,  which 
in  turn  depends  upon  the  adequacy  of  income  from  its  capital  funds. 

If  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  seeking  treatments  can  be  con- 
sidered as  an  indication  of  progress,  surely  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
marked  attainment,  the  number  of  1928  visits  having  exceeded  by  20,000 
the  visits  of  1927.  The  management  is  gratified  that  the  net  financial 
return  per  visit  has  decreased  in  the  amount  of  15  cents  per  visit  in  1928. 
This  spells  greater  service  and  closer  adherence  to  the  charitable  ideals  of 


the  hospital.  For  this  we  owe  our  thanks  to  the  devoted  and  hard-working 
medical  staff  of  the  dermatological  clinics,  under  the  guidance  of:  Paul  E. 
Bechet,  M.D.;  Randal  Hoyt,  M.D.;  Dudley  D.  Stetson,  M.D.;  Binford 
Throne,  M.D.;  Henry  Howard  Whitehouse,  M.D.;  Charles  Mallory  Wil- 
liams, M.D. 

This  report  would  fail  of  justice  if  I  neglected  to  make  special  mention 
of  the  efficient  help  rendered  by  Miss  Myra  B.  Conover,  R.N.,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital,  who  came  to  us  from  the  Collis  P.  Huntington 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Boston,  where  she  had  served  several  years.  She  is 
an  able  executive,  has  an  extensive  scientific  equipment,  and  a  wide  range 
of  knowledge  and  ability,  both  in  the  medical  and  surgical  fields. 

Grateful  mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  splendid  work  done  by  our 
Social  Service  Department,  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  Samuel  Adams 
Clark,  and  by  the  Linen  Group,  under  the  efficient  management  of  Mrs. 
George  H.  Semken,  which  has  donated  all  the  linens  needed  by  our 
hospital. 

All  friends  of  the  hospital  will  be  interested  to  read  the  splendid  reports 
from  the  different  departments  for  they  indicate  that  marked  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year. 

I  take  much  satisfaction  in  expressing  my  very  sincere  thanks  to  our 
entire  staff,  in  every  capacity,  for  their  interest  in  our  work,  and  the  very 
fine  spirit  shown  by  all  to  make  this  institution  one  of  the  outstanding 
hospitals  not  only  in  this  city  but  in  this  country. 

The  last  year  has  been  a  year  of  reorganization,  which  has  included  the 
Board  of  Governors,  the  personnel  of  the  hospital,  the  accounting  system, 
each  of  the  individual  departments,  and  all  matters  concerned  with  man- 
agement. In  addition,  the  buildings  have  been  overhauled  and  put  in 
usable  condition. 

Owing  to  the  run-down  and  dilapidated  conditions  of  our  present  build- 
ings, it  has  been  necessary  to  expend  considerable  sums  of  money  simply 
to  keep  them  in  running  order.  The  heating  plants  have  been  repaired, 
much  of  the  plumbing  renewed,  and  other  equipment  purchased  and 
brought  abreast  of  the  times. 

While  I  have  been  reluctant  to  spend  this  money  in  rehabilitating  these 
old  buildings,  the  expenditure  was  imperative,  and  has  contributed  largely 
to  the  deficit  of  $43,025.33,  which  the  year's  operation  indicates. 

These  heavy  expenditures  have  only  served  to  accentuate  again  our  acute 
need  of  a  larger  hospital  plant  of  modern  design.  Our  search  for  a  new 
site  led  us  during  the  past  year  to  a  block  front  on  Fifth  Avenue,  between 
1 06th  and  107th  Streets,  which  we  purchased  with  the  intention  of  erecting 


a  new  building.  Building  plans  were  in  progress  when  the  splendid  8-story 
stone  and  steel  structure  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  at  17th  Street  and 
Stuyvesant  Park,  just  around  the  corner  from  our  present  location,  became 
available  by  reason  of  the  merger  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  with  the  New 
York  Hospital  in  the  recendy  formed  upper  East  River  medical  center. 
Simultaneously  there  appeared  a  favorable  opportunity  to  dispose  of  the 
Fifth  Avenue  property.  Consequendy  we  sold  the  Fifth  Avenue  site  and 
entered  into  a  contract  to  buy  the  Lying-in  Hospital  building  which  will 
be  ready  for  our  occupancy  in  approximately  two  years.  The  acquisition  of 
this  magnificent  building,  which  was  erected  in  1901  largely  through  the 
generosity  of  the  late  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  will  give  us  sufficient  space  and 
excellent  ventilation  and  lighting  under  one  roof  for  the  clinics  and  re- 
search laboratories  which  are  now  so  inconveniendy  and  so  unscientifically 
distributed  throughout  the  neighborhood.  Also  it  will  increase  our  bed 
capacity  from  92  to  300  and  will  give  us  one  operating  amphitheatre  and 
four  first-class  operating  rooms  as  against  the  single  operating  suite  now 
in  use. 

To  purchase,  improve,  refurnish  and  equip  this  building,  and  to  endow 
the  work  to  be  carried  on  within  its  walls,  $5,000,000  is  urgendy  needed. 
A  public  campaign  to  raise  these  funds  will  be  entered  upon  during  the 
remainder  of  the  current  year  with  the  unanimous  support  and  backing  of 
our  Board  of  Governors.  Conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  world  at  large  has 
to-day  a  better  knowledge  of  the  symptoms  and  a  keener  appreciation  of 
the  ravages  of  cancer  than  has  ever  prevailed,  I  cannot  but  believe  that 
the  public  will  respond  and  assist  in  making  this  institution  one  of  which 
New  York  may  well  be  proud. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  improve  the  care  of  the  sick,  foster  research, 
extend  educational  opportunities,  and  hasten  the  dawn  of  the  day  when 
cancer  and  what  it  entails  will  be  under  control.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Board 

The  year  1928  brought  to  the  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  changes  of 
the  greatest  importance.  The  re-organization  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
of  the  Executive  management  of  the  hospital  has  stimulated  the  medical, 
surgical  and  laboratory  staffs  to  increased  efforts  to  put  our  work  on  a 
higher  scientific  basis. 

The  acquisition  of  the  property  opposite  the  hospital  has  increased  the 
facilities  for  scientific  research  and  has  relieved  to  some  degree  the  over- 
crowding which  prevailed  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  patients 
suffering  with  skin  diseases  and  with  syphilis.  This  building  has  afforded 
quarters  for  the  Nose  and  Throat  Department,  as  well  as  for  the  Internal 
Medical  Department,  also  for  the  Social  Service  departments,  thus  releas- 
ing to  the  Dental  Department  the  quarters  which  it  had  to  share  with  the 
Nose  and  Throat  Department.  In  this  building,  the  research  chemical 
laboratory  is  also  located. 

The  following  is  a  brief  review  of  the  work  done  in  the  different  depart- 
ments: 

The  Cancer  Department 

The  Cancer  Department  has  had  to  deal  with  three  classes  of  patients: 

1.  Those  coming  for  examination  through  the  fear  of  having  cancer; 

2.  Cancer  patients  that  seemed  curable; 

3.  Cancer  patients  that  were  surgically  incurable. 

The  first  group,  the  patients  that  requested  examination,  represent  a 
class  that  is  especially  desired  at  the  Hospital,  for  not  only  does  the  Hospital 
perform  a  valuable  public  service  in  reassuring  the  non-cancerous,  but, 
through  such  examinations,  many  early  cases  of  cancer  are  discovered  to 
whom  the  opportunity  of  cure  is  thus  offered  under  the  most  favorable 
conditions.  This  work  is  in  line  with  one  of  the  major  suggestions  for 
the  control  of  cancer. 

In  the  group  of  cancer  patients  in  whom  a  cure  by  surgical  operation 
seems  possible,  both  early  and  advanced  cases,  it  has  been  the  consistent 
policy  of  the  Hospital  to  employ  surgical  methods,  whose  scope  and  extent 
can  be  accurately  determined,  in  preference  to  the  uncertain  method  of 
irradiation  with  radium  or  X-rays.  However,  in  a  limited  group  in  which 
advanced  age,  debility,  or  the  co-existence  of  another  serious  malady  would 
make  a  surgical  operation  more  hazardous,  and  for  cancer  in  some  locations 
of  the  body,  the  irradiation  treatment  is  given  the  preference;  although  here 
again  the  failure  to  obtain  consistently  favorable  results  has  tended  to  limit 
the  number  of  patients  placed  in  this  group. 


In  order  to  make  the  surgical  work  at  the  Hospital  representative  of  the 
highly  specialized  and  efficient  promise  implied  in  the  name  of  the  Hospital, 
the  cancer  field  and  its  various  extensions  have  been  earnesdy  studied, 
and  close  contacts  have  been  maintained  with  the  progress  in  cancer 
research.  As  the  fruit  of  such  intensive  study,  the  Hospital  has  developed 
a  number  of  systematized  and  comprehensive  procedures  that  have  resulted 
in  a  lowered  operative  mortality,  a  shortening  of  the  period  of  convalescence, 
and  the  ability  of  the  patient,  in  most  instances,  to  return  to  his  or  her 
social  and  economic  station  without  serious  loss.  In  this  work  the  Cancer 
Department  has  been  deeply  indebted  to  Dr.  James  Tayloe  Gwathmey 
for  his  valuable  studies  in  the  methods  of  administering  anaesthetics,  without 
which  gready  improved  methods  much  of  the  cancer  surgery  could  not 
be  so  safely  and  efficiendy  done;  and  its  appreciative  thanks  must  also  be 
extended  to  the  Dental  Department.  Under  the  capable  and  interested  direc- 
tion of  Edward  Kennedy,  D.D.S.,  the  hygienic  care  of  the  mouths  of  our 
patients  before  and  after  operations  upon  the  mouth  and  throat,  and  the 
skillful  preparation  of  ingenious  appliances  such  as  dental  splints  and 
dental  prostheses  to  replace  needed  jaw  segments  that  have  been  destroyed 
through  cancer  and  other  diseases,  have  made  it  possible  to  care  for  these 
patients  in  the  most  modern  and  the  best  manner. 

In  third  group  of  patients,  those  having  cancer  inaccessible  to  surgical 
attack  or  too  far  advanced,  the  Hospital  has  still  had  much  to  offer.  In 
some,  the  use  of  radium  and  X-rays  has  been  effective  in  producing  cures, 
some  of  which  seem  permanent;  in  others,  distressing  symptoms  have  been 
relieved  by  these  means  and  by  palliative  surgical  operations;  and  in  the 
remainder,  for  whom  there  seemed  to  be  no  hope,  various  methods  of 
treatment  combined  with  sympathetic  medical  attendance  and  nursing  care 
made  the  tragedy  of  this  final  chapter  less  cruel  and  distressing.  Un- 
fortunately, the  Hospital  facilities  are  very  limited  and  it  cannot  care  for 
many  of  these  advanced  cases,  since  this  would  exclude  others  who  might 
be  saved;  but  it  is  hoped  that  a  generous  public  recognition  of  the  Hos- 
pital's needs  will  make  possible  the  fulfillment  of  the  wish  not  only  to 
make  the  Hospital  facilities  modern,  ample,  and  very  cheerful  as  well  as 
highly  efficient,  but  also  to  enable  it  to  care  for  many  who  would  other- 
wise have  no  hope,  and  to  make  provision  for  extended  cancer  research 
studies.  The  instruction  of  physicians  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
cancer  is  a  public  necessity;  and  the  Hospital  plans  to  do  its  share  of  this 
teaching  in  an  adequate  manner. 

During  the  year  1928,  768  patients  were  admitted  to  the  wards  of  the 
Cancer  Department  and  619  operations  were  performed.  In  the  Out-Patient 
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Department  3,308  new  patients  were  examined,  and  5,282  revisits  were 
made  by  old  patients,  a  total  of  8,590  consultations.  Five  hundred  and  ten 
operations  were  done  in  this  department  during  the  year. 

The  follow-up  clinic  was  held  regularly  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each 
month,  in  the  forenoon,  and  the  condition  of  the  patients  that  had  been 
under  the  care  of  the  Cancer  Department  was  followed  in  this  way.  During 
the  year,  1896  notices  were  sent  and  865  patients  came  for  examination. 
Of  the  remainder,  69  sent  replies  and  94  proved  to  be  wrong  addresses. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  current  year  a  reorganization  became  effective 
in  the  Cancer  Department  and  the  work  will  be  continued  under  the 
direction  of  a  single  chief  and  four  associate  attending  surgeons,  with  a 
suitable  staff.  The  various  branches  of  the  Hospital  work  have  been  stand- 
ardized; and  the  monthly  surgical  conferences  have  been  given  an  increased 
importance  and  responsibility.  All  the  details  of  the  month's  work  are 
reviewed,  especial  attention  being  given  to  the  problems  of  the  Depart- 
ment. In  addition,  the  conference  is  given  reports  of  medical  meetings 
and  of  special  studies  relating  to  cancer,  and  informative  talks  are  given 
at  stated  conferences  by  members  of  the  staff.  Thus,  in  all  ways,  the 
Cancer  Department  is  striving  toward  a  greater  effectiveness.  What  is 
most  worth  having  in  life  is  gained  through  effort;  and  what  effort  can 
have  an  objective  worthier  of  the  best  than  the  relief  of  the  cancer  patient! 

Dermatological  Department 

From  this  department  292  patients  were  admitted  to  the  wards.  The 
total  number  of  hospital  days  was  8,872,  an  increase  of  11%.  In  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  seen  has  con- 
tinued as  in  previous  years.  The  number  of  new  cases  admitted  to  the 
department  was  26,454  an<^  74>39$  revisits  were  made  by  old  patients, 
making  a  total  of  100,852  consultations,  an  increase  of  14%. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  routine  work  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  the 
X-ray  department  (Dr.  Traub)  carried  on  a  special  research  to  determine 
the  effect  of  ultraviolet  light  used  in  conjunction  with  X-ray.  The  state- 
ment has  been  made,  and  contradicted,  that  exposure  to  ultraviolet  light 
would  counteract,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  effect  of  X-rays.  The  experi- 
ments carried  out  in  this  hospital  showed  that  exposure  of  the  skin  to 
ultraviolet  light  either  does  not  influence,  or  else  increases  slighdy,  the 
action  of  X-rays,  depending  on  the  dosage  administered. 

The  investigation  of  the  diseases  caused  by  ring-worm  fungi  introduced 
to  American  medical  literature  the  conception  of  trichophytide,  and  proved 
the  existence  of  eruptions  of  this  type  in  connection  with  tinea  of  the 
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glabrous  skin,  whereas  previously  they  had  been  reported  only  in  connec- 
tion with  tinea  of  the  hairy  parts.  Work  now  in  progress,  a  preliminary 
report  of  which  has  been  published,  shows  that  toe  nails  which  present 
little  or  no  gross  evidence  of  disease,  may  harbor  ring-worm  parasites  in 
large  numbers.  This  finding  explains  the  frequendy  intractable  nature 
of  tinea  pedis,  which  may  last,  with  relapses  and  apparent  cures,  for  an 
indefinite  number  of  years. 

The  removal  of  the  research  and  special  treatment  clinic  to  the  new 
quarters  across  Nineteenth  Street  has  relieved  considerably  the  overcrowding 
which  prevailed  in  the  regular  clinic  rooms. 

The  Social  Service  worker,  attached  to  this  department,  made  189  home 
visits,  29,575  interviews,  and  sent  out  3,247  letters. 

Oral  Surgical  Department 

This  department  has  continued  to  be  of  great  value  to  the  regular 
services  of  the  hospital  and  of  especial  value  to  the  dermatological  service. 

This  department  is  at  present  being  completely  reorganized,  having  a 
new  director  as  well  as  an  increased  staff,  who  will  work  in  quarters  that 
are  now  being  prepared  for  this  department,  which  will  enable  the  attend- 
ing dentists  to  handle  many  more  patients  during  the  year.  This  year, 
the  number  of  consultations  in  this  department  was  2,723,  an  increase 
of  9%. 

Radium  and  Roentgenological  Department 

The  summary  of  the  work  in  this  department  was  as  follows: 
The  total  number  of  X-ray  observations  was  1,196,  and  674  radium 
observations,  as  well  as  a  total  of  8,625  radium  and  X-ray  treatments.  The 
radiographic  examinations  numbered  481,  making  a  total  of  10,976.  This 
is  an  increase  of  3,171  consultations  over  1927,  or  an  increase  of  38.3%. 

Rhinology  and  Laryngological  Department 

This  department  has  been  given  new  quarters.  Two  additional  physi- 
cians have  been  obtained  to  assist  the  Associate  in  charge  of  this  work. 
The  clinics  are  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  from  2  to 
4  P.  M.  The  work  in  this  department  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  derma- 
tological and  surgical  services.  In  this  department  there  were  1,176  con- 
sultations on  576  new  and  660  old  patients.  On  these  patients  77  opera- 
tions were  performed.  In  1927  the  number  of  consultations  was  917.  The 
increase  in  1928  over  1927  was  27%. 
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Special  Research  Department 

No  part  of  the  hospital  shows  such  remarkable  growth  as  does  the  special 
department  where  patients  suffering  with  skin  diseases  are  intensively 
studied  while  under  treatment. 

This  department  was  started  in  October,  1925.  At  its  first  session,  only 
five  patients  were  present.  In  1928,  the  number  of  consultations  in  this 
department  reached  the  enormous  number  of  28,776,  an  average  of  2,481 
per  month.  From  these  patients  8,362  speciments  of  blood  were  obtained 
and  on  these  specimens  31,464  quantitative  chemical  determinations  were 
made. 

The  following  diseases  of  the  skin  have  been  studied  and  new  methods 
of  treatment  worked  out  for  them: 

Eczema:  This  condition  has  been  studied  as  a  problem  of  oedema.  The 
blood  sugar,  chlorides,  urea  nitrogen  and  uric  acid  creatinin  have  been 
determined  at  weekly  intervals.  This  has  proven  to  be  of  great  practical 
value.  In  addition  to  helping  the  patients'  skin  condition,  we  have  found 
many  of  them  to  be  suffering  with  diabetes. 

Many  cases  of  eczema  showed  clinical  symptoms  of  chronic  arsenical 
poisoning.  A  method  of  diagnostic  procedure  to  prove  the  presence  of  this 
metal  has  been  developed.  By  this  means,  we  have  found  that  about  30% 
of  all  cases  now  grouped  under  this  diagnosis,  which  we  see,  are  either 
caused  directly  by  this  type  of  poisoning  or  that  the  retention  of  arsenic 
is  a  contributory  factor  of  the  greatest  importance.  The  method  of  treat- 
ment which  has  been  developed  is  practically  specific,  and,  by  means  of  it, 
cases  are  now  cured  which  formerly  were  considered  almost  hopeless. 
This  type  of  poisoning  we  have  found  very  frequently  to  be  due  to  indus- 
trial contact  with  arsenic  or  to  accidental  food  contamination.  Some  of 
the  foods,  in  which  it  is  found,  are  fruits  which  were  sprayed  with  an 
arsenic  insecticide,  such  as  pears,  apples,  cherries,  peaches,  grapes  and 
berries;  also  vegetables;  celery,  lettuce,  peas  and  beans.  Tobacco  is  another 
frequent  source  of  this  type  of  intoxication. 

This  work  on  arsenic  has  been  confirmed  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Drugs 
and  Insecticides.  It  has  been  accepted  by  the  International  Fruit  Growers 
Association,  likewise  by  the  State  Boards  of  many  states,  especially  those 
in  the  northwest,  Arkansas,  Massachusetts  and  New  York. 

Sycosis:  This  disease  has  been  considered  almost  incurable.  Darier,  the 
great  French  Dermatologist,  stated  that  X-ray  treatment,  which  was  the 
best  available  form  of  treatment,  cured  less  than  40%.  We  have  investi- 
gated the  blood  condition  and  have  found  that  in  Sycosis  there  is  always 
a  high  blood  sugar.   With  proper  diet  and  the  use  of  injections  of  vaccine 
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developed  in  the  Skin  and  Cancer  Laboratory,  combined  with  injections 
of  a  foreign  protein,  as  applied  in  the  special  treatment  department,  we 
are  now  able  to  cure  about  80%  of  these  cases. 

Fwunculosis:  The  blood  constituents  in  this  condition  have  been  studied. 
A  high  sugar  has  been  found.  A  method  of  treatment  which  is  not  only 
satisfactory  but  which  also  materially  shortens  the  course  of  the  disease 
has  been  developed. 

Acne:  One  of  the  commonest  diseases,  we  have  very  carefully  studied. 
In  all  cases  we  have  found  a  high  blood  sugar.  In  50%,  we  have  found 
a  high  blood  uric  acid.  A  method  of  treatment  in  which  X-rays  are  not 
necessary  has  been  worked  out.  This  line  of  treatment  is  very  satisfactory 
and  offers  to  physicians  in  country  districts  where  X-rays  are  not  avail- 
able, a  valuable  method  of  curing  these  patients;  the  dangers  which  always 
attend  X-ray  therapy  are  thus  removed.  Recendy,  Rammel,  in  Europe, 
has  reported  the  association  of  tuberculosis  of  some  cases  of  this  disease. 
We  have  begun  the  study  of  the  blood  complement  fixation  for  tuberculosis 
in  acne,  and,  while  the  number  of  cases  examined  is  still  too  small  to  allow 
any  conclusions,  it  seems  that  such  an  association  is  present  in  many  of 
these  patients. 

Scleroderma:  In  this  condition,  we  have  found  uniformly  the  presence 
of  arsenic  in  pathologic  amounts.  The  methods  of  treatment  developed 
for  the  removal  of  arsenic  have  been  of  great  value  to  these  patients. 

Leprosy:  The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  we  see  is  very  small.  We 
have  been  able  to  help  them  and  seemingly  to  cure  one  case  with  a  prepara- 
tion developed  by  Dr.  Myers. 

Lupus  Erythematosis:  This  has  been  studied  and  the  use  of  gold  com- 
pounds in  its  treatment  thoroughly  worked  out.  The  symptoms  of  reten- 
tion of  this  metal  have  been  determined  and  through  a  systematic  blood 
chemistry  these  symptoms  may  be  foreseen  and  prevented. 

Alopecia  Areata  and  Leucoderma:  These  conditions  are  being  studied 
at  present  from  the  standpoint  of  blood  chemistry,  heavy  metal  retention 
and  basal  metabolism.  The  work  has  not  progressed  sufficiently  to  allow 
any  conclusions  but  the  findings  so  far  are  of  sufficient  importance  to 
justify  its  continuance. 

Psoriasis:  This  very  prevalent  skin  disease  has  been  studied  intensively. 
Many  previous  ideas  have  been  proven  to  be  wrong.  The  generalization 
of  the  disease,  the  involvement  of  the  palms  and  of  the  nails  were  found  to 
be  caused  by  improper  treatment.  These  so-called  generalized  cases, 
which  previously  were  incurable,  are  now  completely  cleared  up  by  this 
method  of  treatment. 
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Gold  Compounds  in  tubercular  conditions  has  been  studied.  The  results 
so  far  obtained  were  not  satisfactory. 

Infantile  eczema  is  being  studied  with  special  reference  to  inherited 
predisposition,  (allergy)  diet,  and  metallic  retention,  in  connection  with 
which  the  milk  of  nursing  mothers  is  being  examined  for  arsenic. 

Basal  Metabolic  studies  are  being  carried  on  in  eczema,  acne,  alopecia 
areata,  pernio  and  psoriasis. 

Syphilis:  In  this  disease,  the  effects  of  treatment  on  the  blood  chemistry 
is  being  studied.  About  350  specimens  of  blood  are  being  examined 
monthly.  A  method  of  reactivating  the  arsenic,  which  already  is  in  the 
patient's  system,  for  the  further  treatment  of  this  disease  has  been  developed. 

The  present  research  work  has  already  outgrown  the  present  laboratory 
personnel. 

Syphilis  Department 
During  the  year  1928  there  have  been  512  new  cases  admitted  to  this 
department  and  a  total  of  15,150  visits  have  been  made  to  it  by  new  and 
old  patients. 

The  department  receives  its  patients,  almost  exclusively  by  transfer 
from  the  other  departments  of  the  hospital,  the  vast  majority  of  these 
being  persons  who  come  to  the  hospital  for  the  relief  of  conditions  which 
they  did  not  know  were  syphilitic. 

That  syphilis  is  still  a  very  important  medical  problem  is  shown  by 
the  figures  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  which  reveal  that 
there  are  over  500,000  persons  constandy  under  treatment  in  the  United 
States,  and  that  there  are  at  least  200,000  new  cases  developing  every  year. 

Urological  Department 

The  Urological  Department  in  this  hospital  is  a  minor  one,  but  one  of 
considerable  importance.  Its  chief  purpose  is  to  diagnose  and  treat  cancer 
of  the  urological  tract.  Cancer  of  the  genito-urinary  organs  is  one  of  the 
few  internal  cancers  that  can  be  diagnosed  early  by  use  of  the  cystoscope 
and  pyelegraphy,  thereby  giving  an  opportunity  for  curative  therapy  or 
amelioration  of  symptoms. 

A  second  important  function  of  the  department  is  to  isolate  focal  infec- 
tions. The  prostate  and  seminal  vesicles  are  very  common  sites  of  infection 
in  adult  males,  the  kidneys,  epididymis,  etc.,  are  common  sites  of  tuber- 
culosis. The  involvement  of  the  genito-urinary  tract,  especially  the  bladder, 
in  patients  with  neurosyphilis,  requires  the  services  of  the  urologist. 

The  treatment  of  gonorrhea,  while  of  secondary  importance  in  a  special- 
ized hospital,  naturally  falls  to  this  department.    This  is  of  great  value 


to  the  community  and  individual  patients.  The  night  clinic,  which  is 
conducted  at  considerable  sacrifice  of  time  by  the  clerical  force,  nurses  and 
medical  staff,  affords  treatment  to  many  who  might  be  denied  attention, 
as  there  are  few  clinics  that  offer  night  service,  except  at  much  higher 
fees. 

The  equipment  in  our  clinic  has  been  improved  considerably  in  the 
past  year,  but  we  still  are  inadequately  equipped  to  carry  out  all  the 
necessary  procedures,  such  as  fulguration  of  bladder  tumors,  as  well  as 
radium  seed  implantation  through  the  cystoscope. 

Nine  hundred  seventy -seven  new  patients  were  admitted  in  the  past 
year,  and  9432  treatments  were  given. 

Conferences  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  services  have  been  held  regu- 
larly during  the  year  and  have  continued  to  be  of  great  value.  The 
surgical  follow-up  clinic,  held  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month,  has 
proved  to  be  of  great  value  to  both  patients  and  surgeons.  The  attend- 
ance in  this  clinic  for  the  year  was  865.  A  tabulated  report  of  its  activities 
is  appended. 

Meetings  of  the  Clinical  Society7  were  held  monthly,  except  during  the 
summer  months.  At  these  meetings  thirty-two  patients  were  presented  as 
a  basis  of  discussions.  Fourteen  formal  papers  were  read,  many  of  which 
were  illustrated  with  lantern  slides.  Among  reports  of  particular  interest 
were  the  following: 

Brief  Historical  Survey  of  Dermatology. 

Hair  Dyes.   Case  against  Paraphenyledianine. 

Arsenical  Dermatitis  with  results  of  treatment. 

Management  of  Neurosyphilis  and  its  liabilities. 

Antagonistic  action  of  electrolytes  and  non  electrolytes  in  its  relation  to 
the  behavior  of  arsenic  on  the  involuntary  nervous  system. 
Cancer  of  the  breast. 

Late  results  after  operation  for  epithelioma  of  the  lip. 
Epithelioma  of  extremities. 

The  Social  Service  Department  functioned  as  usual.  To  appreciate  its 
valuable  activities  a  study  of  its  tabulated  statistical  report  is  necessary. 
This  report  is  appended. 

The  Photographic  Department  has  been  entirely  reorganized  during  the 
year,  and  at  present  is  doing  work  of  a  very  high  class.  A  valuable  col- 
lection of  photographs  and  lantern  slides  of  unusual  cases  have  been  made. 
This  department,  and  the  members  of  the  Medical  Board,  wish  to  acknowl- 
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edge  with  thanks  the  helpful  services  of  Frederick  E.  Tilley,  Ph.D.,  in  help- 
ing in  this  department,  as  well  as  supplying  many  slides  and  autochromes 
to  members  of  the  different  services. 

Our  patients  have  been  very  much  helped  by  the  weekly  Sunday  after- 
noon services  which  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Magnan  has  conducted  for  them.  He 
has  also,  at  Easter  time,  given  special  services,  as  well  as  securing  for  us 
a  chorus  of  children's  voices  at  our  Christmas  service. 

We  are  especially  pleased  to  have  the  clergy  take  such  interest  in  our 
patients,  and  wish,  at  this  time,  to  thank  Rev.  Magnan  for  his  present 
attention. 

In  conclusion,  the  Medical  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  to 
her  Assistants  for  their  most  cordial  co-operation  in  its  work  and  to  assure 
them  of  its  most  grateful  appreciation  of  what  the  executive  department 
has  done  not  only  to  aid  in  the  work  but  also  to  provide  proper  facilities 
for  the  Medical  Board  in  its  efforts  to  help  the  unfortunates  who  come 
to  the  hospital.

Graphic  representation  of  the  growth  of  the  Special  Skin  Clinic  started 
in  1925.  For  the  years  1927-1928  the  percentage  of  free  cases  is  also  illus- 
trated in  relation  to  the  total  number  treated  in  this  Clinic.  By  free  is  meant, 
no  fee  whatsoever  was  collected. 


The  Special  Skin  Clinic  was  organized  for  the  intensive  study  of  a  group 
of  diseases  whose  causation  and  treatment  had  baffled  physicians  for  many 
years.  This  group  comprised  eczema,  urticaria,  lupus  erythematosis,  acne, 
sycosis,  and  psoriasis. 

Of  29,760  patients  treated  in  this  clinic  in  1928,  6,968  were  treated  free. 
There  were  30,133  treatments  given  and  31,464  blood  tests  were  taken,  with 
determination  of  sugar,  chlorides,  ureas  and  uric  acid,  at  an  average  cost  to 
the  patient  of  .93  1/14  cents.
